ment. The Supreme Court reversed 
this decision and holds that under the 
Thurmaa act the net earnings must 
be ascertained by deducting from the 
gross earnings, only the actual opera- 
ting expenses necessary to repairs 
made within the year, and interest on 
first mortgage bonds, 

Under this method of calculation the 
net. earnings of the Central Pacific 
company will be increased over $2,000, 
000, and the net earnings of the Union 
Pacific company nearly $7,000,000, 
since the passage of the Thurman act, 
25 per cent. of which sums will now 
be recovered by the government. 

The letter received by the Secretary 
from Commissioner Taylor calls atten- 
tion to the decision of the court and 
suggests it will be necessary to make 
a restatement of accounts with these 
roads and asks the Secretary for in- 
structions in the matter. 

Commissioner Taylor, under orders 
from Secretary Noble, has had a con- 
ference with. the acting Secretary of 
the Treasury with a view of getting a 
full repurt on all bills for services of 
the Union and Central Pacifics on file 
in the Treasury department, and not 
acted upon. It is intended to ascer- 
tain accurately the state of accounts 
between the government and these 
roads and then insist upon prompt 
payment of the amounts found to be 
due.

Saturday Night's Meeting. 


The meeting Saturday night at 
the Courthouse to “enlighten” 
our representatives on needed leg- 
islation took rather a singular 
turn. Mr. Foley felt called upon 
to come to the defense of the rail- 
road company when that corpora- 
tion needed no defense and suc- 
ceeded iu precipitating a war of 
words that can do no possible 
good. There is no disposition on 
the part of anyone to lug the rail- 
road into the controversy of State 
and county government any more 
than any other tax-payer, for we 
think that every man, weman and 
child in the State realizes that 
every interest aud every industry 
within our borders have got to 
work in unison in order to build 
up and accumulate property. The 
production of wealth and prop- 
erty in the State is what we want, 
and something besides visciously 
agitating any question will have 
to be resorted to if it is 
accomplished. We must all 
work, and work with a wil! and 
with a well-directed effort to bring 
it about. We might stay here’! 
until deom’s day and-with no well- 
directed effort to bring in settlers 
and create property, we would be 
no better off than we are to-day. 
Through the agitation that has 
been going on for the past year or 
twoand the efforts of the State 
Board of Trade the Southern Pa- 
cific Company has made conces- 
sions to Nevada that heretofore 
they have refused to make. They 
realize the necessity of doing some- 
thing to build up our common- 
wealth,and to aid the Board of 
Trade in its efforts they are con- 
tributing $200 per month to the 
working furd of the organization. 
They feel kindly towards this State 
and the people feel kindly towards 
them, and by taking advantage of 
the situation much may be accom- ) 
plished. The people and the rail- 
road folks, by pulling together, 
may be able te build up Nevada. 
Neither one can hope to do it alone, 
and they certainly cannot do it by 
pulling apart and each fighting the 
other. 


How easy it would be for the 
Legislature to satisfy the people if 
they had a disposition so to do, 
But can they blame them for find- 
ing fault when the popular will 
is disobeyed by not calling a Con- 
stitutional Convention? The peo- 
ple voted on the proposition in 
good faith, presuming, as they had 

‘a right to, that the last Legislature 

properly submitted the question to 
them. The result of that vote is 
well known, and is it to be won- 
dered at that the people feel sore 
and cross when the disposition is 
made manifest to trifle with their 
judgment, and bring in. every 
tecnicality at command to upset 
and destrey their will? Can the 
corporations afford to do this? 
Do they not know that they are 
laying the foundation for much 
discontent and unrest that is quite 
likely to break out in an ungov- 
ernable flame at almost any time? 
They have nothing to fear by the 
calling of a Constitution Conven- 
tion, but we think they have much 
to fear if none is called, and our 
representatives in the Legislature 
would do well to pay a little atten- 
tion to the people and not quite so 
much to the lobby, or they may 
find, when it is too late, that the 
peopie mean business.

naturalist, who has so recently died, 
says love and hunger are the birds’ only 
guiding impulses. The statement is | 
made, and is a very interesting one, 
that those that cross the Mediterranean 
sea in going from Africa to Europe fol- 
low certain fixed soutes: First, by the 
Straits of Gibraltar second, from Tunis 
to Sardinia and Corsica to the shores of 
the Gulf of Genoa; third, from Tripoli 
by Malta and Sicily to Italy, ete. 

How were these lines of passage 
learned? . In the diluvial period, what 
is now the Mediterranean sea consisted 
of two large lakes, one of which wascut 
off the ocean by a broad strip of land 
where now are the Straits of Gibraltar, 
and which were separated from each 
other by a land dike composed of Italy, 
Sicily, etc., which connected the two 
continents. The birds, as they in- 
creased in numbers, migrated by these 
routes in search of better breeding- 
places, and as the lands sank they con- 
tinued to follow them over gradually 
narrowing belts of land, over marshes 
and lagunes, and finally ,over broad 
waters, and yet no one generation was 
aware of any change. They carried 
with them the memory of their warm 
winter home, and on the approach of 
the European winter, when their food 
supply failed, returned to it with their 
young. 

If this explanation is the correct one, 
itis evident, says Forest and Stream, 
that we have failed in our efforts to in- 
troduce these migratory birds because 
we have attempted to reverse the proc- 
ess by which the habit of migration 
was acquired, and, in order to succeed, 
instead of turning them loose in the 
north, we must give the strangers, sky- 
larks, nightingales, quail, ete., a suita- 
ble southern winter habitat (Florida, 
Louisiana, Mexico), from. which in 
spring, food failing or driven by an in- 
herent tendency (as asserted by Prof. 
Baird), they may wander to some other 
locality suitable for raising their young, 
and to which, by virtue of memory thus 
acquired and finally inherited, they may 
return when food fails them in their 
summer home. : 

If ‘‘xey wander in all directions from 
the \vinter home, those that go to the 
m~ t favorable localities will most cer- 
iuinly survive and multiply, while none 
of them will be in such unfavorable 
conditions as those that may be turned 
loose in our Northern States. They 
will then, so far as we can arrange it 
for. them, be best. prepared for the 
struggle for existence in this country, 
over the whole of which, if they find 
favorable conditions, we may expect 
them soon to spread, and thus repay us 
for our expenditure of effort and money. 
By imitating the processes of nature we 
shall make haste slowly, but we shall 
finally have our reward. 


GREEK MYTHOLOGY. 


A School Where the Grecian Heroes Were 
Taught. 

In-the mountains of Greece there was 
a great cave, and in that cave lived a 
man who was halfa horse. He had the 
headand breast of a man, but a horse’s 
body and legs. He was famed, writes 
Ardrew Land in St. Nicholas, for know- 
ing more about every thing than any 
one else in all-Greece. He knew about 
the stars, and the plants of earth, which 
were good for medicine, and which were 
poisonous. He was the best archer with 
the bow, and the best player of the 
harp, he knew most songs and stories 
of old times, for he was the last of a 
people half-horse and half-man, who 
had dwelt in ancient times on the hills. 
Therefore, the Kings in Greece sent, 
their sons to him to be taught shooting, 
sir-ring, and telling the truth, and that 
was all the teaching they had then, ex- 
cept that they learned to hunt, and fish, 
and fight, and throw spears, and toss 
the hammer and the stone. Many of 
the boys taught by Chiron became fa- 
mous. Among them was Orpheus, who 
played the harp so sweetly that wild 
beasts followed his minstrelsy, and even 
the trees danced after him, and scttled 
where he stopped playing; and there 
was Mopsus, who could understand what 
the birds say to each ofher, and there 
was Butes, the handsomest of men: and 
Tiphys, the best steersman of a ship; 
and Castor, with his brother VPoly- 
deuces, the boxer; and Heracles, the 
strongest man in the whole world, was 
there; and Lynceus, whom they call 
Keen-eye, because he could see so far, 
and he could see the dead men in their 
graves under the earth; and there was 
Euphemus, so swift and light-footed 
that he could run upon the gray sea, 
and never wet his feet; and there were 
Calais and Zetes, the two sons of the 
North Wind, with golden wings upon 
their feet; and many others were there 
whose names it would be too long to 
tell. They all grew up together in the 
the hills, good friends, healthy, and 
brave, and strong.

SATURDAY’S MERTING. 


An Interesting Discussion of 
a Board of Equalization. 


The Question Left Open for An- 
other Week. 


The Courthouse was comfortably 
well filled Saturday night to listen to 
the discussion of matters of legislative 
importance to our people. W. O. H. 
Martin called the meeting to order at 
8 o’clock and Mr. Mapes immediately 
introduced the following resolution, 
which was read by the Secretary, 
when Mr. Mapes moved its adoption: 
_ Resolved, That the representatives 
in the Senate and Assembly from 
Washoe county are hereby requested 
to vote against and use all honorable 
“means to defeat all bills creating a 
State Board of equalization, believing 
as we do, that such a Board would be 
against the best interests of the toiling 
tax-payers of the State, and of Washoe 
county in particular. 

Resolved, That each representative 
in the Senate and Assembly be fur- 
nished with a copy. of this resolution. 

HON, WM. THOMPSON 
Spoke against the adoption of the res- 
olution and said that he was in favor

the instructions of the meeting. Mr. 
Thompson said the property should be 
assessed at $100,000,000 instead of 
$26,000,000, and that a Board of Equal- 
ization would do more towarils bring- 
ing about a uniform assessment 
throughout the State than. anything 
else; that there was no sense in hav- 


ing it go abroad that taxes in Nevada 
were from three to five per cent on the 
$100, when they should not be more 
than athird of that suin if all the 
paeety throughout the State was 
uniformly assessed at something near 
its Cash vaiue. tHle said that no one 
wanted to locate here when the tax 
levy was so uncertain and high. 
WASHOE PAID INTO 

The treasury nearly double that of 
any other county, and that if every 
county in the State should pay in pro- 
portion, we could get along with much 
less than 90 cents on the $100. Mr. 
Thompson sharply criticized our pres- 
ent form of State government, raked 
the Supreme Court over the coals, 
gave the lawyers a piece of his mind 
and yielded the floor to Mr. Mapes, 
who was familiar with property values 
throughout the greater portion of Cali- 
fornia for the past 30 years, and knew 
values very well here in Washoe. In 

PLUMAS’ AND LASSEN 

Counties where he had investments 
the assessment varied. Mr. Mapes 
went into quite an elaborate discussion 
as to the method pursued in Cali- 


fornia whereby money and mortgages 
are taxed above their face value, and 
said that the California State Board of 
Equalization was responsible for it 
all, and that he did not believe a 
State Board of Equalization was any 
good for Nevada, and he should cer- 
tainly stand for the adoption of the 
resolution as read. Mr. Thompson 
replied briefly to Mr. Mapes’ argu- 
ment, when R. L. Fulton took the 
floor and explained how necessary it 
was to effect some reforms in our rev- 
enue svstem. He said Nevada was 
like a set of unused tools rusting for 
want of hands to work, and it would 
remain a combination of 


DESERT AND COW PASTURE 

Unless means could be devised to get 
people in to cultivate and work its 
lands. This never would be done 
with taxes ranging from three to five 


per cent., and there seemed to be no 
way to put our property at its real 
worth under the present system. He 
said we ought to show plenty of wealth 
with low taxes instead of poverty and 
high tases. There seemed to be some 
confusion of opinion as to the duty of 
a Board of Equalization. Many 
thought it could go into a county and 
raise or lower individuals indiscrimi- 
nately. This is-a mistake. Such a 
Board could examine the different 
county returns and if one county was 
put too low it could order the whole 
tax roll raised ten, fifteer. or fifty per 
cent., or whatever was necessary. In 
California the theory of the new con- 
stitution was to cinch the railroads 
and the rich, and the Board was given 
powers to agsess the track. ‘There 
was no other means of assessing rail- 
roads in California, and the Supreme 
Court sustained them in that, but 
knocked out the idea of going into 
counties to raise or lower individual 
assessments. That power is held by 
the: county Boards of Equalization 
alone, and if any man is overvalued 
or sees his neighbor. favored by the 
assessor, his recourse ‘is with the 
county Board of Equalization. 


HON. G. W. BAKER 

‘Fook a decided stand against the adop- 
tion of the resolution. He said a 
State Board should correct the short- 


comings of the local Boards throughout 
the State. Why, said he, Douglas 
county is only assessed at $700,000, 
and he would venture to say that 
$4,000,000 would not buy it; outside 
of the railroad Churchill county only 
paid on $160,000, and that that would 
not buy Senator Kaiser’s property 
alone. The speaker said ‘that some of 
the counties were paying 90 cents-and 
others pe | 30 cents; that he was in 
favor of all sharing a just proportion 
of the burdens of taxation—the rail- 
roads as well as any body else—but he 
did not believe it would be accom- 
lished until we had a State Board of 

ualization, and that he hoped the 
resolution would not prevail, for it 
would tie the hands of our delegation. 
The bill introduced by Mr. Comins 
he regarded as a monstrosity and not 
calculated to cover the ground at all, 
but that ex-Controller Hallock was 
engaged in drafting a bill which he

Dr. W. H. Patterson was called for, 
and, in response to the call, stated 
that, althougm a taxpayer in the 
county, he did not intend naving any- 
thing to say, but inasmuch as he had 
been called upon he would express 
himself as opposed to a State Board of 
Equalization ; that he believed it to be 
of greater benefit to the railroads than 
any other taxpayer, and proceeded to 
give his reasons for thinking so, which 
called forth 

A SHARP RETORT 


From Mr. Baker, who asked where he 
got the information that he had_ been 
peddling about the railroad company 


favoring such a Board. 

Dr. Patterson replied by adding that 
his informant was a gentleman in 
whom he had every confidence, both 
in bis social relations and business 
standing, and would not dare to ques- 
tion his authority. ‘‘ But,” said he, 
‘‘if no one had given me the informa- 
tion I should regard it as a suspicious 
circumstance wheu all the known 
agents of the railroad company -were 
favoring a State Board of Equaliza- 
tion.’’ 

Judge Curler spoke in favour of -the 
resolution and hoped that it would 
prevail. 

Governor Bell alluded to the assess- 
ment in Storey county, where, in

MAGIC MIRRORS. 


| The Strange Survival of a Modie- 


val Custom. 


— 


An Ancient Belief That the Absent Could 
Be Viewed Through the Agency of 
. the Speculum—The Mysterious 
Egyptian Ink Mirror. 


‘We see asin a glass, darkly,” says 
the apostle, but the general persuasion 

| of mankind has long been that we may 
see, in a glass, quite clearly, persons 
| and objects far removed by time and 
space, says the London News. In some 
notes of Mr. Clouston’s to Chaucer's 
‘‘“Squire’s Talé,” published by the 

_ Chaucer Society, there is an interesting 
essay on the magic mirrors which re- 
veal the absent. A belief so common in 
medieval times is not likely to have 
wanted precedents in the ancient world. 
The speculum is the natural home of 
the spectra. Mr. Clouston is only able 
to give one classical instance, from 
Pausanlus, who wrote a guide book to 
ancient Greece. It is the twenty-first 
chapter of his seventh book, where he 
says that the Achwans, after making 
certain fumigations, let down a mirror 
into the holy well of Demeter; they 
then looked into the mirror and dis- 
cerned whether a sick person would 
live or die. Mr. Clouston says they saw 
faces, healthy or distempered, in the 
mirror, a circumstance not mentioned 
by Thomas Taylor in his old trans- 
lation. The famous mirror in which 
Su-rey saw fair Geraldine is discredited 
b> Mr. Clouston, who does not rely on 
t':e directions given in Reginald Scott's 
“Discovery of Witchcraft,” written in 
1584, a classical text with which he does 
not seem to be acquaiuted. Any mem- 
ber of the Psychical Society may try 
the experiment for himself. In the first 
place he must conciliate his good ge- 
nius. Then he retires into his closet 


with a little table and silk carpet and | 
two waxen candles lighted, as also with 


a crystal triangular stone ‘‘about the 
quantity of an apple,” Then, after a 
prayer, he must sprinkle every thing 
with his own blood, and uttera magic 
charm or two, and finally sit’ down 
with a Bible in one hand anda crystal 
in the other. The spirit comes in about 
a quarter of an hour, but the curious 
thing is that various pictures first ap- 
pear in the glass, beginning with a 
beaten track or road, travelers, a shep- 
herd with sheep, ‘‘strange appearances, 
noises, glances and _  affrightments, 
which shows will all at last vanish on 
the appearance of the Genius.” Such 
things Dr. Dee may have beheld in his 
crystal, at least if we believe Godwin 
in his *‘Lives of the Necromancers,” not 
exactly a contemporary authority. Ac- 
cording to Joachim Camerarius, quoted 
by Mr. Clouston, the spectator must be 
a young boy, ora person of the purest 
life. Granvil quotes a case of one 
Compton, who showed a certain Mr. 
Hill his wife ina looking-glass. Scott 
uses the idea in “My Aunt Margaret's 
Mirror,” but the great masters of this 
art are the modern Egyptians. 
Curiously enough, and too late for 
Mr. Clouvston’s ueec. Sir Walter Seott

mirror in his diary for October, 1831. 
[Ile was then in London, where people 
were talking of the mystery on the evi- 
dence -of Lord Prudhoe, ‘‘whom I 
Snow as an honorable man.” At Cairo 
Lord Prudhoe heard of a magician

THE ZAMBESI RIVER. 


It Has Been Found Navigable by Large 
Ocean 


Vessels. 

It has long been known that the Zam- 
besi river is the third or fourth largest 
river in Africa. In its central and up- 
per portions, however, it can not be nav- 
igated on account of rapids and falls. 
Its lower course, also, has not been 
available for, navigation -from the sea, 
because as far as was known not one of 
the streams which form its delta

years ago Mr. Daniel Rankin surprised 
geographers by reporting that the 
Chinde mouth of the Zambesi could be 
traversed at all states of the tide by cceun 
The news was reecived with 
considerable incredulity. says the New 
York Sun, but Rankin was known t» be 
'a careful man, and his report upon his 
discovery was exhaustive avd. seemed 
to conclusive. He surveyed the 
'Chinde river and his map was widcly 
published. 
|. On the recent expedition of 
| Johnston he proved the 
| Rankin’s report. Ile ascended the 
Chinde mouth of the Zembesi in a 
| steamer drawing thirteen feet of water, 
|} and had no difficulty at all in reaching 
ithe main river. Her Majesty’s ship 
| Stork, in which he made this journey, 
is certainly the largest vessel that has 
yet been on the Zambesi. He left the 
Stork when she had steamed férty miles 
up the river, as it was not deemed ad- 
| visable to take her beyond the tidal in- 
‘fluence. The rest of his journey up the 
|Zambesi and Shiri rivers was made in 
(small boats. 
The old route to the Shiri was along 
ithe Quaqua river from Quilimane. a 
journey requiring several des of todious 
travel in canoes until they.» -:ched Mo- 
\nea, where the Quaqua separated 
from the Zambesi by three miles of iat 
andswamp. At thi: point all the moods 
had to be earried overland to the Zam- 
bezi, involving a great deal of work. 
Now, Mr. Johnston says, the trip 
which formerly’ required seven days 
from the sea to the mouth of. the Shiri 
river can be made by steamer on the 
Chinde and Zambesi in three days. cnd 
small ocean-going vessels can travel 
from Europe and penetrate Africa for a 
considerable distanee in this direction. 
It has therefore been discovered - that 
the Zambesi will be more useful to com- 
merce than was supposed. 
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Fishing in England. 
Angling in England is in point of law 
on the Same footing as net and other 
fishing, and anglers who fish in private 
waters without permission of the own- 
ers are liable to punishment as poach- 
ers, subject to certain exemptions. For 
instance, if fishing in the day time, the 
angler can not be apprehended, but 
the owner of the fishery can summon 
him before a justice and seize his rod 
and tackle, but not his creel nor any fish 
he may have taken.
